A CLUE TO THE MYSTERY. 

The bearing of this piece oí documentary 
evidence on the recent, “finds” at, Luxor, said 
Professor Petrie, to our Correspondent last 
night, is, to my mind, that it supplies a clue 
to the mystery of the extraordinary richness 
and variety of the “finds.” What probably 
happened was that when a stranger, a Hittite, 
came to rule over the land all the royal trea- 
sures were piled into Tutankhamen’s tomb, 
so that they might not fall, in their entirety, 
into the hands of the stranger. _ 

Another possibility is, of course, that the 
tomb at Luxor discovered by Lord Carnarvon 
does not contain Tutawkhamen’s body at all. 
It may haye served merely as a hiding place 
for the Royal treasures when the Hittite came 
to rule over the country. eed § : 

This would fit in with the theory advanced 
by the famous French Egyptologist, the Ab 
Driotton, who cionorintre, that jealousy 3 
caused Tutankhamen’s successor to bide a 
the dead King’s treasures in a'secret place 
while he caused his own name td be written 
up over Tutankhamen’s real tomb. i

with insistence,’’ that the Vilayet of Mosul be- 
longs to Turkey. 

All ethnic considerations, the reply states, 
suffice to demonstrate that this territory 
should return to Turkey. Moreover; it is de- 
clared that the Turks and Kurds, who con- 
stitute the majority of the population of the 
vilayet, are firmly resolver to obtain the an- 
nexation of their country to Turkey.

“THE TIMES ” OF TO-DAY SAYS :— 


The Reparations Commission decided on 
i Tuesday, by a majority. of three to one, to 
declare Germany in “‘ voluntary default’’ in 
respect of the timber deliveries for 1922, In 
itself, this decision is of slight importance. 
Apparently the French Government mean to 
use a decision of the Reparations Commis- 
sion on a comparatively unimportant matter 
as a test case in the forthcoming Conference, 
If this is their intention, we are bound to 
say that we very greatly, regret that any 
such attempt should be made to force the 
issue. British opinion is not prepared to 
consider the reparation question from the 
standpoint of sanctions and guarantees, and 
there is no desire in this country to be drawn 
into a fruitless controversy on what are, after

We are entirely in favour of a reasonable 
economic solution of the problem of repara- 
tions, but there is no section of opinion in 
this country that would consent to our Go- 
vernment giving support at this stage to 
measures of coercion, that could only wreck 
the hope of any big solution.

TURKEY’S DELAYS. 


The Times, in a leading article, ‘‘ Clouds 
at Lausanne,” refers to the stubborn refusal 
of the Turkish delegates to abandon the 
quite untenable we thev have assumed 
on points which all the Allies regard as 
essential, and says:—The Conference cannot 
sit much longer to listen to Ismet’s disserta- 
tions upon cuneiform inscriptions, his endless 
repetitions of other arguments which have 
been conclusively. refuted, and his constant 
renewal of demands which have been defi- 
nitély refused by unanimous decisions of the 
Allies. To go on permitting him to indulge 
in interminable procrastination, while blandly 
assuring the Allies that he has not 
wasted a eingle hour, could only end by 
bringing the Conference into contempt. If 
the Turkish delegation persist in these tactics, 
the Allies will be compelled to bring the 
Conference to a close, and to place the blame 
for its abortive ending upon the Turks. 

Our message to-day suggests, on the one 
hand, that the conduct of Ismet and his 
fellows may proceed from utter ignorance 
of the ways of Western diplomacy, and, on 
the other, that it may have political causes,,. 
which at present must be matters of surmise. 
Among possible causes of the kind the 
fanaticism and the arrogance of the Angora 
extremists, and the inspiration of the Russian 
Bolshevists naturally present themselves, but 
there exist other influences, due to the failure 
of Europe to settle other problems, which may 
conceivably be making themselves felt at 
Lausanne, or at Angora, or at both. It is for 
Kemal} Pasha, and for all Turks with authoritv 
of any kind over their countrymen, to weigh 
well what the consequences of a rupture will 
be to Turkey and to themselves. 

Should they be mad enough to make it in. 
evitable, whether by defiant refusal. of the 
united demands of the Allies, or by persistent 
and unreasonable resort to tactics of delay, 
they will stand utterly alone in the civilised 
world. They will, indeed, have the Bolshevists 
as their friends, to use them and to exploit 
them, bat they know that the Bolshevists 
cannot give them the assistance which is in- 
dispensable to them if they are ever to emerge 
from the misery and the ruin which the war 
hes brought upon them.

LUTON’S UNIQUE EXPERIENCE 


Luton yesterday said a thankful good-bye 
to nearly 500 Scottish and Newcastle unem- 
ployed marchers, now on their way to Lon- 
don, who remained in the town all through 
the holidays. They arrived in the town in 
detachments, and made the season anything 
but a time of peace for the police and the 
local authorities. , 

The men threatened trouble until their de- 
mands for accommodation and food were met 
by the Guardians. They demonstrated out- 
side the workhouse, as well as the residence 
of the Chairman of the Board, and the police 
had to be on the alert at all hours. 

The chief source of the trouble was a boty 
of about 150 Scotsmen, who arrived on Tues- 
day. There seemed to be no lack of money 
among them. Many got quite out of hand, 
and there were wild scenes, both in the town 
and the Plait Hall, where they were given 
sleeping accommodation.

FAMILY BURNED 
TO DEATH. 


EIGHT LIVES LOST. 


JURY AND QUESTION OF 
' MALICE. 


——— 


A Shocking affair is reported from the Bally- 

garret district of the County Wexford, where, 

early on Sunday morning, Alice O'Neill, a 

widow, aged 42, and her seven children, whose 

ages ranged from one to ten years, were: 
burned to death in their home. 

The family lived in a farmhouse nine miles _ 
from Gorey. Mrs. O’Neill’s husband, died in 
May last, and she, with the help of her 
children, succeeded in managing the little 
farm of sixteen acres which he left to her. 
Only one member of.the family survives, 
Molly, a girl aged eight years, who on Sunday 
night slept in the house of an aunt, some 
distance from her mother’s home. 

No light was thrown on the origin of the 
fire at the inquest, but the evidence seemed to 
suggest that a rick of hay which stood close 
to the house was first burned, and that the 
fire extended to the dwelling-house. The 
O'Neill family were all asleep at the time, and 
they were probably suffocated before the root 
fell in and everything in the house was 


destroyed. 
FIRST ARRIVALS. 


The fire was first seen by a farmer named 
Michael Hobbs at 12:30,on Sunday morning. 
He and a publican namdd D. Doyle cycled to 
the scene, and found a rick of twenty Tons o! 
hay at the rear of the dwelling house on fire. 
The house also was biazing furiously, and 
portion of the roof had fallen in. They called 
out to those who were inside, but received no 
reply, and they were unable to approach either 
the doors or the windows, as the tlames were 
jumping from them. They then called up the 
eople in the neighbouring village, and Canon 
ones, P.P., and a number of the villacers 
were soon on the spot. Buckets of water were 
flung into the house, where at this time the 
fire had begun to die away, and when the 
people were able to enter the house they found 
the charred remains of the O'Neill family. 

In a room off the kitchen the four elder bows 
were found burned almost to a cinder in tl» 
one bed. In an adjoining room were the 
bodies of Mrs. O’ Neti-and three other children. 
The iron bedsteads were twisted out of shape 
by the great heat, and it was almost impos- 
sible to recognise the remains. 7 


THE KITCHEN FIRE. 


At. the inquest, which was held by Coroner

Lawler at the house of Mrs. Morris, a sister of 


Mrs. O'Neill, Mrs. Morris stated that when 
she left her sister's house at 9.50 o'clock on 
Saturday night the fire in the kitchen had 
just gone out. The children were all in bed. 
and Mrs. O'Neill had her boots opened and 
was about to go to bed. The little paraffin 
lamp that.was lighting could not haye caused 
the fire. ‘ 

Sylvester Redmond swore that he and two 
other men passed the house at about-11.50 en 
Satugday night, and there was no light of any 
kind. in the place. 

The Coroner said that this evidence seemed 
to dispel the theory that the fire originated in 
the house. | 

Mrs. Morris, replying to the Coroner, said 
that. Mrs. O’Neill’s meadow was “spiked” 
last summer, and shox fen potato stalks 
were pulled up in a garden which she had on 
her land. 

THE JURY’S VOTE. 

A juror said that objection was taken to the 
man who was cutting the hay. 

The Coroner said that, as the jury seemed to 
be divided in their opinion, he would take a 
vote as to whether they considered the burning 
malicious or accidental. 

A vote was then taken, and eleven voted fey 
malice and six against it. One juror did not

vote. 
The Coroner said that as twelve jurors had 
not voted for it, the words ‘‘ maliciously don>’’ 


would have to be deleted from the verdict, 
which then read :—- 

“That Alice O'Neill! and her seven children 
were ‘burned to de:th, and we believe that the 
fire originated at the rick at the rear of the 
dwelling-house, and whether the rick of hav 
was set fire to maliciously or accidentally we 
are not in a position to state.” 

The jury sympathised with the relatives of 
the deceased persons in the terrible calamity, 
which was unheard of in that county. : 

The Coroner paid a tribute to Sergeant Mac- 
namara, of the Civic Guard, on the manner in 
which he had conducted the case. more espe- 
cially as he was a stranger to the locality.
